NEW YORK — Sweden sails the seas under 
one standard - gold. 
Its government and commercial powers never 
take Nazism, Fascism or Communism as a per­ 
sonal insult — not so long as 
they can pay By the same to­ 
ken, Sweden's industrial cap­ 
tains will do b usiness with 
Americans even if we are at 
war with » he Hanoi dictator­ 
ship which lias so fulsomely 
b een praised recently b y the 
Swedish Soc.aiist-lab or Prime 
Minister Olaf Palme. 
So we find the Swedish ship­ 
owners making a quiet profit 
out of this heartache, this war in Southeast Asia 
— a profit in American dollars, some of which 
will go to Hanoi as part of the Stockholm- 
pledged $45 million in loans and gifts to the 
government of First Communist Party General 
Secretary LeDuan 


Here's how this Intricate operation unravels: 
It b egins with the U S 
N avy's Military Sea 
Transportation Service. MSTS has had 14 Unit­ 
ed Fruit Co. reefers (refrigerator ships) under 
general agency agreem ent 
These reefers were in the "b ar.ana run” b e­ 
fore the MSTS rented them for operation b y 
United Fruit for shuttle, warehouse and ger.t il 
service craf*. Many of them anchored off tb s 
Saigon River as floating refrigerators so our 
troops could have fresh and uncontaminated 
foods. A r trican m aritim e union officials e i- 
m ate the inccme from this rental at some $20 
million annually. 


THIS IS A GOOD b argain for b oth sides But 
it did deplete the United Fruit F.eet — threaten­ 
ing to leave b ananas and fresh fruit high and 
dry in Latin lands without ocean transport. 
the company turned to Sweden for . ef ¿rs, 
though there were other cold storage craft 
availab le 
The fruit shipping company chart­ 
ered some of the Swedish Salenrederiena float- 
iiig iceb oxes — of which the latter has several 
score Thus the line, popularly known as “ Sal- 
er» ”, put its refrigerator freighters on the b a­ 
nana run. For this it was paid quite well b y the 
United Fruit Co., which in turn was making a 
legitim ate profit from the MSTS — or the U. S 
Navy, which operates it for the D epartm ent of 
Defense. 
No m atter how you audit this. American dol­ 
lars have gone into Sweden's pockets via Saleh 
and its taxes.

state o f mo rals, a co rrupted public co nscience 
is inco mpatible with freedo m.” 
I suggest there is a pertinent message fo r 
present-day Americans in Patrick Henry 's war­ 
ning As we mo v e into a new decade, I feel 
we are being pressured by so me behav io ral 
ex cesses which are inco mpatible with o ur co n­ 
tinued freedo m. Certainly , a free so ciety is 
no t free fro m difficulties, but it must be rels- 
tiv ely free fro m weaknesses such ts mo ral 
decadence and disrespect fo r law if it ia to 
surv iv e. 


MORAL DECADENCE and disrespect fo r 
law thrive when self-d.scipline is weak 
In a 
society o f free men, there must be an abun­ 
dance* o f personal 
integrity 
and disclplne. 
We need only to look b ack at the 19 6 0’s to see 
what has happened to our 
mo ral standards 
Fo r the past several years o ur citizens hav e 
been b arraged with unb ridled v ulgarity , o b­ 
scenity. b ’asphemy, perversion and public des­ 
ecration of our cherished ideals 
and « v mbo ls. 
Although strong protests have b een 
made fro m 
portions of our concerned citizenry, fo r the mo st 
part these degrading and deb asing 
activ ities 
are increasing. Immorality is beco ming mo ra 
of the rule than the exception. 
In the face of these perplexing 
eo nd tio ns, 
many citizens are practically mo ral co wards. 
Afraid of b eing lab eled puritanical o r "square” 
they tolerate and condone acts and habits that 
they know are morally wro ng but which they 
do no t have the courage 
to denounce and o p­ 
pose. This is unfortunate, b ecause 
they fail 
themselv es, their ch ldren and their co untry . 
Where morality and decency are co ncerned, 
Americans must 
no t let ratio nalizatio n and 
doub letalk confuse them, There is no thing en­ 
lightening, enduring or progressive 
abo ut de­ 
generacy. No great nations or 
stable so cieties 
have ever b een b uilt on false morality. If we 
value our country and our system 
o f self-go v ­ 
ernment under the ru’e of law then we 
must no t 
stand b y and let our moral standards b e co m­ 
promised. 


RESPECT FOR LAW is also a mo ral o bli­ 
gation. Much of our troub le today 
is caused 
b y a growing numb er of persons who feel no o b­ 
ligation to respect the law and 
no legal re­ 
sponsib ility to ob ey it. Belonging to div ers 
gro ups and movements, 
these 
perso ns 
ar« 
clairvoyant and prolific o n matters o f liber­ 
ty , freedom, and individual rights, 
but impa­ 
tient and taciturn on the issues 
o f respo nsi­ 
b ilities and estab lished democratic pro cesses 
Their emotions override their 
judgment and 
reasoning. Edmund Burke 
put it this way — 
“ The freedom of some is the freedom 
o f the 
herd of swine that ran violently do wn a steep 
place into the sea and were drowned 
The o nly 
lib erty that is valuab le is a lib erty co nnected 
with order: that not only exists with 
o rder and 
virtue, b ut which cannot exist 
at all witho ut 
them .” 


TO MY MIND, a b ig question 
fo r ev ery 
American as we enter the 1970's is w-hether 
he wants to support and defend o ur free so ciety 
or let it b e overrun and destroyed b y v isio nary 
agitators, whether he wants to 
pro mo te the 
cause of justice and order or give in 
to crime 
and chaos, and whether he wants 
to ho ld the 
line on decency and morality or let depravity 
and degeneracy corrupt our populace. 
Let us make no m st. ke ab out it. Human 
dignity, individual vaues. civil rights, 
and 
freedom for all citizens cannot exist witho ut 
order and self-discipline. We need discipline 
to lift us ab ove the b aseness of indulgence, 
discipline to stand for right over wrong, 
disci­ 
pline to uphold and preserve our 
ideals and 
principles of democracy and discipline to re­ 
spect and ob ey the law. 


Let those whose actions 
are inco mpatible 
with the freedoms of our society 
kno w that 
their rights and privileges end 
where 
the 
rights and privileges o f others begin.
